THE ACCIDENT IN BELL LANE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sin,—I take the opportunity of the non-insertion of my letter sent 


for insertion in your last Friday's number to substitute therefor the 


following : 

First, to reply to the letters which appeared in this week's 
Chronicle, and to your comments on my first letter. As to Mr. 
Angel’s curt note, I can but repeat my positive belief that the system 
adopted in the Free School, with regard to turning back late comers 
and corporally punishing the children, had an influence (however indirect it 
may have been) upon the fatal accident. It was rather the system to which 
I called attention. I emphatically declare that it is disgraceful that boys 
of tender age—many, perhaps, in a delicate state of health—shall be beaten 
by the junior masters of the schools —many of them but boys themselves. 
If an education cannot be imparted to the children except by means of cor- 
poral punishment, then there must be something radically wrong in the 
system of education adopted in aschool. It is wrong that a young child 
shall have the school associated in his mind with the terrors of the rod. I 
hope the managers of the school will forbid the use of corporal panishment 
—especially by the junior masters. 

The system of turning back late comers is also a bad one. It is no 
punishment to the boy coming late, but the reverse; added to which is 
attached the danger ef the boy walking through the streets unprotected by 
those who took him to the school. Surely some other means can be taken 
than giving a boy ahalf holyday for coming late to school ! 


| I must also complain of the want of sympathy evinced by the masters 
of the Free School towards the family of the poor little boy who was killed 


so near their establishment. They treated the parents with exceptional 
discourtesy. Not a kind word, not an expression of sympathy = — 
loss ; but positive rudeness was shown to every member of the family.

Sin,— Referring to a letter which I noticed in a recent number of your 
paper, | perceive that complaint is made as to the want of a cemetery at 
the West End, and the propriety of the purchase of ground for the purpose 
by the United Synagogue is considered, Now I observe that this subject 
was not mooted at the last meeting of the Council of the United Synagogne, 
so IT suppose there is yet time for constituents of the Council to make 
enquiries on the subject, and to express an opinion. Not having the 
honotir of being a member of the Council, I avail myself of your columns, 
always liberally open (and, perhaps, sometimes too liverally so) to your 
correspondents, 

I-wish to know if a new burial ground in the West End of London 
can be necessary when there is at present so large an area still, I beiieve, 
not by any means full, at the. Mast End of London? There is a tTarge 
ground at. West Ham only partially occupied, . This ground was obtained 
and adapted for its sacred purpose at a very great expense. This is the 
property of the United Synagogue, and L donot understand how it can be 
necessary to throw fresh burdens on the already overburdened ratepayers by 
making this new’ purchase, We pay enough as itis. Very heavy are our 
synagogue bills. We pay £5 5s. for seats which in a charch or chapel 
would be but 12s, or £1 a year. Ido not say it can be helped, and Idoubt 
not the financial officers, or, as we used to call them, S°Q34, are economi- 
cal enough: but do not let-us add to our burdens. Already the Central 
Synagogue is in debt for the building on which it stands, and. it was an 
expensive building at first. - 

As to your correspondent’s ¢omplaint. about having. to go a long 
journey in order to escort the remains of one’s relatives and friends, really 
that seems to be quite unreasonable. The only service—the last service 
we can render—is to pay. this mark of respect ; and suppose. we travel 
a few extra miles once in the way! Surely it does not happen often that 
we are called on so to do.” We travel wiles to pay a country visit. We 
eannst make such strong objections to inconvenience ourselves once for such 
a purpose as to pay a mark of reverence to the dead, __ | 

As to having a western cemetery, it seems to me that there would be 
a like inconvenience for City men, who have to travel from far west to east 
after a funeral ; whereas it is easier for them to go to their duties in the 
east after they leave West Ham. |

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WORKROOMS OF THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Of the many departments or branches of the Jewish Board of Guar- 
dians there is not one which can lay claim to being more useful or as likely 
to produce more lasting real benefit upon the Jewish poor than the Work- 
rooms, situated in Bishopsgate-street. The objects of those who established 
the Workrooms, and who now assist in their support, are just the objects 
which all truly charitable persons must have at heart—viz., helping the 


_ poor to help themselves. This—the first object -is gained by teaching the 


art and mystery of needlework (plain, fancy, &c., in fact, everything ex- 
pressed under the generic term—“ needlework ”) to girls whose parents 
are in humble circumstances of life. Following in the train of this benefit, 
and as a secondary object, the “ workers” are tanght habits of cleanliness 
and all things understood by the expression “being tidy.” And a still 
farther benefit is conferred upon the girls attending the Workroons by 
reason of the room being airy, light and well ventilated—affording quite a 
pleasurable contrast to the general idea of a “ workroom.” 


The number of girls who attend the Workrooms is at present about 40, 
We understand that many more could he emploved if they were but willing 
to work at the rooms. ‘ 
in overcrowded rooms where the girls can earn by dint of hard work and 
excessively late hours a couple of shillings more per week than at the 
workrooms. This should not be. The lady teachers of the communal 
schools should exert themselves in pointing out the many advantages of 
the workrooms to the scholars about leaving school. In this instance, as 
in many more, there is a want of unity of action. The advantages of the 


establishment are incalenlable—not only are the girls taught a superior 


system of “needlework,” but they are taught many invaluable 
lessons, which are of far greater value than the immediate bene- 
fit of earning wages. Although there is at present no dearth 

of work, yet it would be an advantage if ihere were a larger 

As the prices charged for the 
needlework done at this establishment is fixed at about current rates 
charged elsewhere; and as we are informed that the work is quite equal, 
if not superior, to that performed at any other place, to us it is a matter of - 
surprise that all the quantity of needléwork which is perhaps, “ given out” 
by the ladies of the community is not sent to be done by the. girls 
attending these Workrooms.

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


The adjourned meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Saturday evening last, the Paesipenr in the chair, when the Constitution 


was finally adopted. In it the objects of the Association were thus set 
forth :— 


a To aid in promoting the sceial, moral and intellectual progress of 
the Jews. 

b To aid those who may suffer in consequence of their being members 
of the Jewish community. | 

It also sects forth that “the Association shall, as far as may be deemed 
desirable, act in unison with the Alliance Israelite Universelle, or with 
any other body having similar objects; bat shall also have power to act 
independently. The Association shall at all times cultivate friendly rela- 
tions with the Alliance, an other bodies with kindred objects, so as to 
form, in the true sense of the term, an Universal Israelitish Alliance.” 

The form of an appeal to the public for increased membership, and an 
address to be prefixed to the English edition of the last report of the 
Alliance, were then settled; after which a long and earnest discussion 
about the sad state of the Jews of Roumania took place.

THE DISTRESS: IN. PERSIA, ° 
The press contains heartrending eccounts of the distress in Persia, 
In Bushire ‘alone, says the Times of Indic, 4,000 paupers receive daily 
relief from the British Residency. The Bombay Claeette states that in the 
Persian Gulf persons. continue to be much distressed by famine. Charitable 
funds from India are being eagerly used up. News from. Bander . Abbas 
in the Gulf intimates the re appearance of cholera. Letters from Yezd 
are full of distressing details. Famine, want of ethployment, cholera, and 
lawlessness induced by desperation, continue. At the beginning of last 
month (September), the inhabitants of Ispahan- were dying of starvation; 
and itis said that matters will in all probability grow worse till Jane next. 
At Meselhid, 80.000 persons are said to have died of starvation, The 
Daily News contains an appalling account of the misery in Teheran. The 
populace are starving. The popniation of Kazeroon has dwindled from

CONGREGATIONAL ECONOMY. 
Wer de ‘not presume in any way to preindge the question as to tha 
necessity of a West End Cemetery, nor even to deal with that question. in 
its present stage; for sufficient information as to the subject is not yet 
before the publie, nor has it been in any way duly ventilated; but there. i; 
a point in the letter of a “Jew of Central London,” published in another 


column, which demands speeiil attention. We mean the poiat of economy, - 


[t is quite true, as alleged by the writer, that Synagogue bills are heavy, 
and that one pays (at least in some Synagogues) £5 5s for a seat, while a 
sitting —corresponding as far as. might be—in a Church or Chapel. 
would cost £1, or even less. But it is also true that we -have 
in connection with our Synagogues many expenses that are not 
This we 
admit. We havea large amount of (chiefly) foreign poor to look to, and 
our endowments are not numerous. The communal burdens are under- 
taken comparatively by a few. Still, all these circumstances do not account 
for the fact that our congregational expenditure is very heavy indeed, and 
that, notwithstanding this fact, some of. our officials are underpaid, and 
moreover the charity collector is always at our gates. Constant are the 
appeals which have to be made to meet extraordinary claims, and only three 
or four of our institutions are sufficiently supported. The synagogal accom- 
modation of the metropolis is insufficiently distributed. Its scholastic 
institutions are unequally maintained. It becomes a serious question as to 
whether, considering the amounts annually raised in the community by con- 
gregational seat-rates and donations, by contributions to institutions, 
and by interest of investments and endowments, an adequate result is 
cbtained. Is there a sufficient check on expenditure, and is the expendi- 
ture wisely administered ? These are serious questions ; and we are dis- 
posed to answer both in the negative. | | 


Let us take the three great branches of communal expenditure and 
alministration — Public Worship, Charity, Education. Large sums are annu- 
ally raised for each, and large additional sums are annually wanted, We 
could easily advance instances in which sufficient regard is not had to dis- 
bursement, and in which, by want of organization, expences are unnecessa- 
rily incurred. The Press, however, is the world of thought—Councils and 
Committees belong to the world of action. We suggest ; our public bodies 
should act. If, as our community extends, its area and its public duties 


and general requirements increase, great evil will result unless the subject — 


of communal economy be more minutely considered. We confess to 4 


feeling of uneasiness on this point. Almost yearly, new needs press them- — 


selves on communal! consideration. How are these to be met? We rely 
with confidence for this object on the most potent organization in our midst 


—the Council of the United Synagogue. The Council includes in its body 
many practical men’; many men experienced in public business ; many mea 
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‘who are 


well acquainted with the working of our public institutions and the 
communal history, requirements and capabilities. We think that among the 
members of the body thus qualified there must be men of leisure. We would 
gladly see a committee appointed to consider the question of Communal 
Economies, not precisely communal econony, bat economical congre- 
gational organization. The Treasurers and financial officers of the Congre- 
gations doubtless have their hands sufli-iently fall with the every day admi- 
nistration of their duty. It is not to busy men like these that we must look 
for assistance in what is a deliberative, almost an inquisitorial, rather than 
an administrative or executive function. 

At the last theeting of the Council—when and where, as is 
usual, a very large amount of ‘useful business was. transacted > and 
certainly in this respect the Council offers a favourable contrast with 
almost every public body whose deliberations have come under our cogniz- 
ance—some matters cropped up which illustrate to some extent the justice 
of our views as to inequality of distribution. It was sought to extend the 
advantages of privileged membership to seatholders generall y, irrespective 
of membership. The motion was resisted; no doubt very justly and wisely, 
not on general principles of constitutional organization, but for. motives 
regarding the financial position of the congregation. The result is —we do not 
think it can be helped at present—that a number of persons are debarred 
from serving the community ir positions in which they could be of real 
utility. The canse is—that the synagogues want money which they cannot 
obtain otherwise than by the retention of -privileged membership: 
We admit the sufficiency *of the motive, bat we would gladly see 
the finances in a more healthy position. We would gladly see the 
expences so organized that every synagogue should be crowded with paying 
seatholders, including those who now pay nothing becanse they can obtain 
without payment the privileges of those who pay; or those wh pay wo- 
thing, because they cannot afford heavy charges. We have a'ways asserted, 
and we shall continue to do so till their position be more regarded, that the 
struggling middle classes are not sufficiently considered in our synagogue 
arrangements, We wonld gladly see the whole community take a general 
interest in the affairs of the commanity. We desire full congregations, 
active communal life. The present practice of letting seats at the great 
Holydays seems to us detrimental to the economical government of a 
synagogue. Persons whose consciences. are touched as tie New Year 
and Day of Atonement approach coadescend to “ pay their compliments,” 
a3 we once heard a popular Jewish preacher remark ; and on those occasions 
by obtaining temporary accommodation, they inconvenience the paying con- 
gregants who attend throughout the year. We believe that if the unlet seats 
of some of our synagogues were let at lower rates, they would be taken, by 
the “complimentary” worshippers, even if this provision excluled those 
attending worshippers (and. there are. many) who. now oc:upy seats 
throughout the year without paying for them at all, simply because they 
cannot afford to pay seat rates and contingent expences. The complimen- 
tary seatholder aud the non-paying seat-oceupier get off easily. Itis the 
struggling man who is a regular attendant, and pays for his seat and for 
its concomitant or incidental taxes, who sniffers most. A remarkable 
instance of the singular notions that sometimes actuate our community in 
congregational matters occurred at the very same meeting of the Council 
as that. to which we before referred. The, Executive had under considera- 
tion the scale of contributions to the Burial Society : (rather a misnomer, 
by the way, for the new organization to which every seatholder aust 
belong is not a “society” at all in the usual sense of the term; but our 
community is famous for its mis-nomenclature ; and in this respect it almost 
rivals the Board of Works). One result of its deliberations was a recom- 
mendation that, in addition to the scale of contributions to the Burial 
Society already authorised, a very moderate tax be imposed on seats occu- 
pied by widows or ladies whose husbands do not occupy seats in one of 
the constituent synagognes, Whereupon arose an outery, on sentimental 
grounds. The cause of the widow was advanced as if that sacred cause 
were to be pleaded in forma pauperis. The widow was to be exempt. 
And why? In the question of beneficent action, widows should certainly be 
‘considereé with all the tender compassion and justifiable preference due to 
those whose helpless condition loudly appeals for attention, by all the 

impulses of humanity and the ordinances of religion, But this is not the 
case in this instanee. There are, we believe, such individuals in the world, 
and fortunately even in the Jewish world—as rich widows : widows with a 
secured competence ; widows with incomes equal to those they enjoyed in 
their husbands’ lifetime, but who have not the heavy social expences contin- 
gent on the households of married life. As well might an outcry be made for | 
the orphan —and a like pleaalleged for him ; and the many orphans who hold 
seats in our synagogues—some of them gentlemen of fifty or sixty years of 
age, who have had the trial of losing their parents—might henceforth claim 
exemption from taxation, notwithstanding their comfortable incomes, on 
the plea of their unfortunate orphanage ! We speak out al the subject, | 
because we feel strongly, seeing that when taxation is not fairly and Lap 
distributed, it often falls with undue incidence on those least able to 


bear it. Is there to be no sympathy for the man who, by | 
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the hard work . of brain at his office or his stwly, or in 
his warehouse, or his shop, has a wife anl young family to support—a 
young family to train up and educate —the man whois a member of that mi ldle 
class that cannot stoop to receive favours, or, ifhe did thus stoop, cou’? not 
receive them, since, in our community, favours are reserved cnly for the 
peor? The only midd'e class institution in our midst that offers to 
educate the child ren of that class roceives no communal sympathy, and 
‘scarcely any pecuniary support—we mean Jews’ College, We trust that 
though the recommendation of the Executive Committee was referred back 
to them, they will be guided by no sentimental considerations, bat by 
practical considerations. Ladies whose husbands do not hold seats in the 
Constituent Synagogues should not be exempted, otherwise a premiam is 
offered to their husbands not to take seats. Moreover we trust that editorial 
impersonality will shield us from an imputation of want of gallantry, when 
we add that it is inconceivable to us why the seats oceupied by unmarried 
ladies—not being danghters of seatholders—should be exempt, it 
such ladies can afford to pay, and if any ladies of this category be seat- 
holders. 
Yes ; that consideration of “affording to pay” might be. the 
Already by an earlier resolution at the same meeting the 
Coancil adopted a principle of differential valuation or indeterminate 
rate in granting the privilege of membership. ‘The principle of 
the Jinta, alopted in the Spanish and Portuguese congregation, 
is thus introduced -into the financial arrangements of the United Syna- 
gogue. Persons are to become privileged members, not according to any 
fixed rate, but. according to such conditions as from a consideration of their 
circumstances and social position the Committee might see fit to imposes 
We do not say that this is an advisable step, though, perhaps, it may be 
justified by grounds of expediency and finandial requirements. For our part, 
we apprehend that it might lead to bickerings, heartburnings and persona! 
discussions of a not very agreeable character, However, be this is it may, 
the principle has been introduced, and it should be applied to the case of 
lady seatholders, whether widows, ladies whose husbands have no seats, or 
unmarried ladies. If they can bear the burial-tax burden we believe they: 
would not refuse to bear it,

our intense admiration for PASWVN, should be the last to depreciate) 
at least as large as the salaries given to ministers who, in addi- 
tion to’ vocal accumplishments, are. required to be classical scholars, 
Talmudical students, pulpit orators, and what we term in England— 
clergymen, ‘This may be right, bat it is singular. Of course this con- 
dition of affairs will not be remedied uutil the Council of Jews’ College 
boldly sends out those of its students whom it deem; suitable for the 
clerical post with a Collegiate diploma, marking a certain standard of 
knowledge as a gauge of fitness for office. Therefore, fer any reform in 
this respect one cannot be solely dependant on the Council of the United 
Synagogue, 

But there are great facilities for action at the disposal of the latter 
Council such as have never heretofore been within reach of any one body in 
ourcommunity. If it shall eventually gather all the principal congregations 


under its wing, much of the want of economy of which we now complain — 


will exist no more. © There_will be more contributors, and in some heads of 


disbursement not more claimants ; for the United Synagogue now under- 


takes many communal duties which are really performed for the general 
benefit. Special endowments, congregations! schisms, reli gious apathy, 
and other causes, have hitherto kept ont of the pale of those who bear 
communal burdens, numerous members of the community who could bear — 
some a large, others a small portion of them. One day, perhaps, the elastic 
scheme of Union may gather many congregations within its folds. In the 
meantime the whole question of communal expenditure requires considera. 
tion, and we uplift our voice for—to use the sterotyped phvase of the Roya 

Speech —economy combined with efficiency. 


THE BOROUGH SYNAGOGUE. 


In our impression of last week appeared a report of the discussion that 


took place in the Council of the United Synagogue on the letters 
from the Wardens of the Borough Synagogue, which conveyed the 
decision of its members to rescind their request for admission into the 
United Synagogue. In two previous articles we have dealt exhaustively 


with this question, and we have endeavoured to unravel for our readers the — 
tangled web of the negotiation between the two Synagogues, pointing out — 
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the mode by which a solation could even now be accomplished, and indicat- 
ing the man who could bring it about. It is a novel and instructive feature 
in the history of the Jews of London that any course of action recommended 
by the opinion of the Press should thus find immediate welcome at the hands 
of our representative men; yet in the present instance, the course we advo- 
cated was taken—viz., the adoption of a conciliatory and yet a practical 
resolution; and the gentleman whom we designated as likely to obtain for 
it a unanimous welcome at once stood forward to accept the duty. It is 
not from any feeling of exultation, or from any desire of self-laudation, 
that we allude to these circumstances. It is, of course, obvious that if the 
views we enforced had not been backed by general opinion, and had not 


commended themselves to the intelligent assembly that had to give effect 


to them, they would not have commanded unanimous acceptance. We 
therefore only allude to the identity between the policy advoeated in this 
journal, and that which was accepted and endorsed by the Council, as evi- 
dence of the.extent to which the community is becoming amenable to the 
well-adopted laws which throughout the world regulate the action of all 
public assemblies based upon self-government. The Jews of London are 
becoming daily more and more governed as a community, and less and less 
os a family; and it will be gradually aceepted as an axiom, that for the 
Jewish community, as for every other community, the comments and 
criticism of an independent press are necessary to the governed as well as 
to the governors. We may fairly trust to the action of this growing senti- 
ment to substitnte mntual confidence for mistrust; and we may perhaps be 
‘content not to hasten the universal recognition of those well understood 
principles which, withal, the same men are yet chary of accepting. 

To no purpose could the legitimate influence of this journal be more 
advantageously applied, than to strengthening a common bond of union 
which already unites five congregations, and which will evidently not be 
includes a sixth. The proposition which Mr. Baarnerr 
Mervers in passing is valuable—apart from its avowed 
meaning—from the spirit of conciliation it evinces, and from the striking

DARWINISM, 


As we are once more in the height of the season for scientific assemblies, 
and as Darwinism continues to be the leading topic of conversation even in 
private circles, it will not be out of place to offer a few reinarks which may 
prevent the too ready condemnation of the Darwinian theory as “ wicked 
and silly ’’ on the one hand, or the too fervent advocacy of it on the other, 
Darwinism, it mast be admitted, is opposed to the Biblical account of the 
creation, but it is by no means subversive of the doctrine of the existence of 
a Creator ; nor does it necessitate the supposition that that Creator is one 
whit less »owerful than the most pious of us would declare. Yet we would 


prefer to adopt an anti-Danwintan view, because the doctrine of the. 


animal. 


in the state of progressive development. 


| Danwrntans being absolutely incapable of proof, there is no justificatiyn fop 


adopting it as a substitute for what by far the larger proportion of 
Danwixtans themselves accept as the Divine Record. The creation of a 
protoplasm capable of development through all the successive stazes of 
creation into the higher forms of animal life, and lastly into mon himself, 
would undonbtedly afford as abundant a proof of omnipotence as the creation, 
by a series of distinct and consecative efforts, of the almost innumerable 
forms of life which exists around us; bat since, taking the most lenient view 
of the matter, the evidences in favour of creation by consecutive efforts are 
at least as numerous as those which would support the theory of proto- 
plasmic creation, wearecompelled to declare that Darwinism is“ noi proven,” 

That Man, by the exercise of that wonderfal power of Reason which 
his Creator has given to him, and to him alone, of all the creatures that 
He has made, is enabled so to classify the entire animal ki gdom that 
every member of it shall stand in close proximity to another member nearly 
resembling it in many of its more prominent characteristics, may be 
admitted ; and yet we may reasonably deny that it affords us any evidence 
in support of the Darwinian. theory. The additional efforts, moreover, 
made to substantiate the theory appear rather to tend in the opposite direc- 
tion. As a matter of fact, evidence is entirely wanting of any spontaneous 
improvement in the habits or intelligence of any animal (not even excluding 
Man) during the past four thousand years at least; every improvement to 
which we can point being clearly traceable to the controlling influence of 
Man and to the exercise of hunan reason; bat, on the other han, we have, in 


the Mosaic record, abundant evidence that —even at the time the Pentatench 


was written —Man had some knowledge vuf sciences which have. only been 
re-discovered almost within our own recollection. Accorling to the theory 
of gradual development, we ought to find the resemblance between the 
Gorilla and Man greater than the resemblance between mana d any other 
Yet precisely the reverse is the fact: the brain of the Gorilla is 
only one third the size of a highly developed human brain and is less than 
two-thirds the size ef the brain of a woman with the minimum amount of 
Nor is this all; the stomach and the liver of the gorilla 
differ widely from those of Man; the liver, indeed, being. less like that of 
man than the corresponding organ of the chimpanzee or ourang outang. In 
fact, every creature appears to be especially fitted to the particular place in 
the animal kingdom which he has been created to occupy, and will thus

more or less resemble man orliffer from him according to circumstances 


but the greater the efforts made to demonstrate the truth of the theory. of 
development, the greater, in our opinion, is the evidenee that man differs 
more widely from every other member of the animal kingdom. than the 
animal and vegetable kingdoms differ from each other 


"Difficult: as it may be intelligibly to define the difference between 


reason and instinct im certain given cases which have been referred to in- 


support of Darwinism, we unhesitatingly affirm that we have seen no evi- 
dence adduced that would lead us to believe that any animal. other than 
man possesses @ faculty which bears any resemblance to the human mind; 
that any animal, not influenced by man, displays more orless sagacity than 


other animals of the same species with which it associates; or that any 


spontaneous development of an elevating character is going on in anything 
to which the Creator has given existence. A stone, a flower, a bird, a 
quadruped, man—all were as devoid of intelligence or possessed as much 
intelligence at the time of Moss as they possess at present; and itis in 
the human race alone that the individuals of a species, existing under 
similar general conditions, display varying amounts of intelligence. The 
relative proportion of educated and uneducated members of the human race 
is probably much the same now as when the Pentateuch was written ; and, 
admitting this, every shadow of justification for the theory of progressive 
development which seems to be essential for the support of Darwinism is 
dispersed ; and if, taking the opposite view, we assume that during the 


past four thousand years the aggregate amount of human knowledge has 


constantly increased—the infancy of man being cotemporaneons with the 


infaney of human intelligence—the conclusion is equally subversive of 
Darwinism from admitting the inspired character of the Mosaic record, as. 


evidenced by the writing of a fairly accurate description of the structure of 
the earth and the order of its construction more than forty centuries before 
man had acquired sufficient knowledge to be enabled to investigate those 
matters for himself. | | 

Giving Mr. Darwry, then, all credit for skill in classification, we are 
compelled to affirm that he has not brought forward a single argu- 
ment that proves his confident assertions; he has not given 
one example (although he has had the entire range of palacon- 
tological and zoological science at his disposal) of a living organism 
Every creature to which 
he has referred in any work which he has written is described by him a8 


absolutely perfect and admirably fitted for the position it is placed in. And 


in conclusion, as a contrast to the very many unsupported statements of 
Mr. Darwin, we may refer to the beautiful accuracy of the Biblical account 


of the creation as proved by modern scientific research. During the first 
1 and se ond day the existing chaos was reduced to order, which gave us th 
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igneous and unetratified rocks of modern geologists; on the third day we 
have the separation of the water from the dry land, creating the necessary 
conditions for the formation of stratified deposits, and members of the vege- 
table kingdom are brought forth; next, day and night is created; whilst 
the remaining days supply the objects for palaeontologists and zoologists. 


- Perhaps the most remarkable circumstance connected with the record of 


the latter days’ creation being that the great whales and moving creatures 


are mentioned before the beasts of the earth, and these again before man, ) 


thus affording an exact correspondence with the ascending order in which 
the fossil remains are found. More conclusive proof of the truthfulness of 
the Biblical account need not, we think, be asked for.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

In the Synagogues on Sabbath last and during the week, solemn prayers 
were offered up for the recorery of His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales; the prayer adopted in the majority of the synagogues being the usual 
form adopted in the case of severe sickness of a member of the congrega- 
tion. The translation of this prayer will appear in our next. 


The following is a translation of the special form of prayer, directed 
by the Chief Rabbi to be offered up in all Synagogues of the United Con- 
gregation, for the recovery of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales : 

“ Merciful and Gracious God! Thou Heavenly Physician, who alone 
canst help; Thou lookest down from Heaven unto earth to loose those 
that are appointed unto death. Thou makest sore and healest, woundest 
and bindest up again. Thine anger endureth boat « moment; in Thy 
favour is life. We beseech Thee to have morcy upon Albert Edward, 
Prince of Wales, the Heir Apparent to the Throne of this Realm, who 
languisheth on the bed of sickness. Send him, O Lord, perfect and speedy 
recovery, healing of body and mind.- Bless all the remedies. applied unto 
him, so that his health may speedily spring forth. Renew his strength as 
the eagles; satisfy him with length of days, and may he live before Thee 
in truth aud in righteousness. Thou, O Lord, who healest the broken- 
hearted, uphold with Thy right hand his illustrious mother, our Most 
Sovereign Lady, Queen Victorian; the beloved wife of his youth, the 
Princess of Wales; and all his afflicted relatives; in this their grave 
anxiety and sore distress. Turn their sorrow into rejoicing; gird them 
with gladness, so that though weeping endure for a night, joy may come in 
the morning. Hold Thy protecting Hand over this Empire! Deliver 
our souls from death, our eyes from tears, and our feet from falling!) And 
even as Thou didst vonchsafe Thy miraculous help unto our forefathers, so 
mayest Thou still cause us to rejoice in Thy Salvation! Amen!" 

The Times, of Wednesday week, contained the following paragraph :

Thou 
canst recall the dead to life, and art a Powerful Deliverer. Oh, restore the 
Prince of Wales to health; give him new atrength, a new existence; let him 


live to enjoy the love of the people that repose under his august mother’s rule, 


and under his own. Bestow upon him a full recovery—-a recovery of blessing 
and consolation. Renew his youth like the eagle's. Grant him a long life, so 
that he may sit on the throne of his inheritance, and reiga with justice and
